Many Americans many , times have dh 
agreed with Clement Attlee, resigned leader 
of the British Labor party. But they still ad' 
mire and honor him for his services to his 
country and the free world. 

In the dark hours of World war II, Attlee 
stood side by side with Sir Wln.-rlon Churchill 
as Britain's wartime coalition government 
held the vital island bridgehead firm against 

— the nazls. ^- - 

When he took. office in 1B45 as head of 
^Itain's postwar labor government, Attlee 
helped to steer his country down socialist 
? channel It had never followed before. Most 
*- Americans viewed this development with 
some misgivings. But they came to rc.tlJne 
that at least Attlee was a moderate .socialist, 
and hft kept the changes within limits. 

All thl.-; while the plain little man worked 
in careful concert with the United States and 
France to form a strong chain ot resistance 
to unfolding Soviet designs of conquest. 

He shrewdly courted turbulent ^.-ila by 
turning loose India and Burma In 1047. long 
before some In Britain thought It wise. The 
move .-icrved to rebuild sfigglng BrltL-ih In- 
fluence In Asia as few maneuvers could have 
done. {Asians thereupon turned their wrath 
against thb United States.) 

Gradually his party exhausted Its resources 
for governing, and In late l!)51 voters rcsto: 
Sir Witi-iton to Downing street. SJiice then 
the Labor parly has been torn continuously 
by Internal strife, and trapped without a 
Ircsh program. Altlec's .grasp on the party 
reins weakened and once or twice almost 
was broken. 

Finally grown weary of the struggle', he 
stepped down to Jet younger men jtakc over.

to Canada effective next Monday. 

The announcement by the ministry 
of International (rade.and Industry 
ssld eonlracls lor cotton goods ex- 
porU to Canada would not be ac- 
cepted from that date. 

The Jnpanew govenunent took a 
similar action on cotton goods ex- 
ports to the United States Nor. II, 
At tilat lime the mlntilrv ot Inttr- 
nnllonat tmde and Industry wld the 
export ban will remain In effect until 
some kind of control syst«m Is 
adopted to limit cotton export* to 
the United States. 

The ban was enforced to hetMl off

WABHINQTON, Dec. 17 HJ.R>-The 
navy disclosed today It has sltppcd 
up Its program to develop an 
atomic -powered seaplane that could 
Ily non-stop,jtn)Und the world. 

The navy said U has awarded 
contracts to live firms to atudy the 
problems of an atomic power plant 
lor a seaplane. The conlracts are 
preliminary to actual development 
1 atomic reactor which would 
. _ a aeaplane virtually unlimited 
rang* -at-ipeeda In- excets of 600 
miles an hour. 

Contractj Let 
The contracts were let reccntl] 
to Allison division of Qencral Mot' 
on corporation and Nuclear Devel 
opment corporation of America, 
White Plains, N. Y.. ihc navy said. 
The aircraft gas turbine division ot 
Oeneral Electric company and the' 
Curtlss-Wrlght corporation are con. 
ducting almllar studies under con- 
tract* placed for ihe navy by the 
air force. 

A litlh contract was let to the air 
research division of Oarrelt 
poraUon. Los Angeles. Calif, 
study an atomic plane's auxiliary 
ayitcms auch as heat, pressure and 
electricity. 

The navy already had let two high 
priority contracts to Olenn L. Mar- 
tin company of Baltimore, Md.. and 
the Convalr division of General 
Dynamics corporation for develcp- 
ment ot an air frame of an atomic- 
powered aeaplane. 

Developed Seamasltr 
Martin developed the Seamasler. 
radical new multi-Jet seaplane 
which the navy believes will serve 
as « prototype ot an atomic sea- 
plane. The tlrst Scsmosler exploded 
and , crashed on a tut flight last 
week, but the navy it pressing ahead 
tlie production of more of them. 

The new contracts show that the 
navy it stepping up lis efforts In 
the race to develop an atomic plane. 
Prevldusly the atomic plane project 
has been handled principally by the 
air force and the atomic energy 
commission, with tha navy in the 
role ol a cooperating participant. 

Naval officials have predicted 
publicly that the seaplane Is likely 
to become the first atomic-powered 
plane. Air torce olflctals have con- 
ceded that the seaplane Is a log- 
ical vehicle lor atomic pawcr.

The Irony la that Eden, whose 
career has been devoted 
elgn aflairs, should suddenly find 
himself heodlng a government beset 
by grave domestic problems. 
And what problems, 
fn ihe tint place, the likth ol the 
Eden government Inst April passed 
unannounced by the prcM for the 
ilmple reason tlial all ncwspopers 
vere on strike. 

The transfer -of power from Sir 
Winston Churchill to Eden coincid- 
ed with the greatest wave of Indus- 
tr/al unrest Sritoln has knoan Once 
the general alrlke In 102S, Strikes 
on the rallwaya. In the docka and 
threatened lo paralj-ze Brll- 
aln'4 entire economy. 

Thai Eden was able to weather 
this storm was largely dun to good 
teamwork on the pari of his cabinet 
colleagues. 

But what does Sir Anthony know 
about domestic affairs, his critics 
ask. He may know where TIIIls Is 
and what Roosevelt said to Stalin nl 
Yalla. but docs he know how to run 
a busIneiK?

ters one by one for talks. 

No, British government alnc« Uie 

ar (whether Labor or Tory) has' 
had the fortitude to- tell the British' 
public that II U making lUelf sick 
1 loff inuch In/lalJon. 

It hu been left lo the Eden gov- 
ernmenl to administer the castor 
oil. And by now the situation calls 
for heroic doses. 

Britain's sickness can be diagnosed, 
simply enough: Too much money ts 
chasing too few goods: too many. 
Jobs are chostni:; loo fev men. The 
remedies are obvious enough: Cut 
down on spending and boost produc 



tlon, while making more workers 
nvnllflble by ellmlnaUng som^ exht- 
Ing Jobs.
